Washington, April 8.—The 
new 


amendment to the constitution, for 
the popular election of United States 
senators, IB the 
Bcventeenth to be 


adopted. 
It reads: 


"The son ate of the Tliiitcd StuteH 


shall be composed of two senators 
from each state, elected by the peo- 
ple thereof, for wl.v years; and each 
senator shall have one vote. 
The 


electors in each state shall have the 
qualifications requisite for electors 
of the most numerous branch of the 
state legislatures. 


"When vacancies happen 
in the 


representation of any state In Ihe 
senate, the executive 
authority of 


such state shall issut? writs of olec- 
tlon to fill such vacancies, provided 
that tho legislature of any state may 
empower Ihe executive thereof to 
make temporary appointments until 
the people fill the vacancies by elec- 
tion as the legislature- may direct." 


The amendment 
primarily trans- 


fers the power of electing sen a torn 
from the state 
legislatures to tho 


people at thn polls. 
To effect this 


change !t was necessary to alter the 


i machinery for the lining of .vacan- 
cies In the senate. 


For more than 
sixty years pro- 


posals liave been made is change the 
constitution so as to provide for tho 
direct election of senators. 
It was 


not, 
however, until June 'H, 1911, 


that the somite was induced for the 
Urst time In Its 
history to give KM 


conaent to the change. 
On that day 


K. voted to submit to the states th.e 
proposed amendment. 
The resolu- 


tion to submit- liad already passed 
the house in a somewhat different 
form. 
Heforo ndjonrnnienl. of the 


session, both lioimw agreed to the 
language to be employed, and the 
resolution was (livooalted with Hie 
secretary of slate May 16, 1912, for 
distribution among the states 


The original theory in establish- 


ing the choic<> of senators was that 
they represented the states, whereas 
the members of tho house represent- 
ed the people of their districts. 
It 


was because ot this 
theory of tho 


state as a unit that all states, largo 
and small, were, given equal ri»piv 
sentatlon In Ihe setinle, Rhode 1s- 
land having 
the 
same number as 


New York or Pennsylvania. *in t.Ue 
theory of the constitution framers 
this entity of 
the 
stale was thus 


made more distinct under tho fed- 
eral system, and the state legisla- 
ture was regarded 
as thp suitable 


medium for expressing 
this state 


entity. Later It was contended that 
state entity would still be preserved 
if the people of the entire state, in- 
stead of the legislature, 
chose the 


senators, and this view has now been 
accepted as the basis 
of the new 


system. 


In 1826 the first action was ta^en 


in congress looking to a change. In 
that year Representative Storr«, of 
New York, introduced a resolution 
making; senators elective by the peo- 
ple. 
Another resolution of similar 


import was introduced by Represen- 
tative Wright of Ohio, in 1S2V>. 
In 


1850 Senator Clemens, of Alabama, 
introduced Ihe first senatorial direct 
election resolution 
In the senate. 


Nothing resulted from these move- 
ments. 


it was Andrew .lohnson 
who re- 


vived congressional agitation for the 
direct election 
of senators. 
As a 


member of th# house of representa- 
tives, he Introduced two resolutions 
for the change, and in I860 renewed 
the agitation as a member of the 
senate.

ISfiS, as president, ho 


sent a special message to congress 
advocating the measure, and then

1886 and J88&, but without; 


success. 
In 1892 the house agreed! 


to the proposition, as It did in -toe 
succeeding congress, and ettli again 
in 18S8, 1900 aud 1902. The pro- 
posed change on none of these occa- 
sions won a favorable report from 
committees ID the senate. 


With the house thus arrayed year 


after year iu favor 
of the change, 


the ufeuate became the battleground. 
Senator Bristow, of Kansas, took 
the lead In advocacy of amending 
rlie constitution along this line. 
In 


December, 1909, be Introduced bis 
first resolution. A ymr later he ob- 
tained a report from the committee, 
but a feature had been tacked onto 
his proposal 
which 
brought on a 


light in the senate, threatened to 
kill the entire proposition. This In- 
terposed feature was to amend other 
provisions of the constitution so as 
to deprive the federal government 
of power to (supervise the state regu- 
lations as to the time and manner of 
election. The votes of southern sen- 
ators threatened to defeat the main 
proposition if 
the 
federal govern- 


ment was given this power. 
8ena-| 


tor Itoot made a speech, in whic.h 
he criticised the 
method employed j 


by southern states in depriving ne- i 
Kroes of the right of suffrage. 
Sen-j 


ator Bacon replied that the federal j 
government was 
being 
given thej 


power once 
more 
to enact "force j 


bills" and s.-nd armies and marshals! 
into southern states to intimidate | 
voters. 
On February 28, just before! 


the end of the session, the resolu- 
tion was defeated by four votes. 


Senator Bristow reintroduced the 


resolution in the special session im- 
mediately following. 
The fight of 


the preceding session was refought^ 
but this time tho friends of the res- 
olution won by a vote of 64 to 24. or 
five more than 
the required two- 


thirds. 


The house had passed a resolution 


which made It clear the federal gov- 
ernment was not to interfere with 
senatorial elections 
In the states. 


For weeks the measure was In con- 
ference. 
Finally 
the 
house con- 


ferees receded and the house agreed 
to the senate measure by a vote of 
237 to 3ft. 


Previous to this time, the several 


states had taken the bit in their 
teeth by enacting laws which in ef- 
fect did not wait for a constitutional 
amendment on the subject. 
Prob- 


ably the most 
successful of these 


was adopted In Oregon. It virtually 
directed the members of the legisla- 
ture to elect, the person who receiv- 
ed the majority vote ax the regular 
election, when the 
placing of the 


name of a 
candidate 
for United 


States senator upon the tickets was 
authorized. 


Tho control 
of 
legislatures by 


great corporations was assigned by 
Senator Bristow as one of the main 
reasons for the demanded change. 
"With the development 
during the 


recent times of the great corporate 
interests of the country," said be, 
"and the 
Increased 
Importance of 


legislation relating to tlieir affairs, 
they bave tenaciously frouplit to con- 
trol the election of senators friendly 
to their Interests. 
The power of 


those great, financial and Industrial 
Institutions can be very effectively 
used in the election of senators by 
legislators, and 
they 
have, many 


times durin-g recent, years used that 
power In a most reprehensible and 
scandalous 
manner. 
They 
have 


Bpp.nt enormous amounts of money 
In corrupting legislatures to elect to 
the senate men of their own chows- 
Ing." 


One of the first speeches made in 


the senate during the twenty-year 
crimade for the change In favor of 
the direct election 
was by Senator 


t'urnle. of Indiana. 
In that speech 


be declared that the election of sen- 
ators by legislatures was the one 
blemish on the democracy -which was 
embodied In the American govern- 
ment. 


One of the moat notable speeches 


ever made 
in 
opposition 
to the 


chuuge was that of Senator Hoar, of 
Massachusetts, In 1898. 
He stated 


the object of the election of senators 
by legislatures instead of by the peo- 
ple bad been to remove one of the 
two bodies of legislation "from the 
operation of the fleeting passions of 
the house, to lay its foundation be- 
low the frost, and to remove the ap- 
pointment of the men who are to 
coin pose It, as far as may be. from 
the temporary excitements which so 
often move the people to their own 
harm." 


"1 am not afraid 
to say to the 


American people that It Is dangerous 
to trust any great power of govern- 
ment, to their direct or Inconsider- 
ate control."' he added. 
"I am not 


afraid to tell 
them 
not only that 


their sober second thought is better 
than their hasty aotion, hut that a 
government which is exposed to the 
hasty action of a people Is the worst 
ami not. the 
best 
government on 


earth." 


No legislation by congress will be 


necessary to put the 
change into 


effect. 
It will be incumbent upon 


(he various states to see to It that 
proper provision 
is 
made by tho 


names of senators Kolng on the reg- 
ular ballots. 
Should any state fail 


to do so. It has been suggested that 
congress might exercise Its power of 
supervising that state's voting reg- 
ulations so as to require the. name 
to be placed ou the ballots. 


The first senators to he elected by 


the new method will bo those who 
take their seata for the term be- 
ginning March 4, 1015. 
They will 


bo elected at the November elections 
of' 19H.
